Reports were circulated at once, 
and met*at least partie! confirmation, 
in government quarters, that the plans 
eoncerned a gun which might mean 
bad news to enemy airplanes in time 
of war—a weapon of great power, ex- 
treme rapidity of fire and extraordi- 
nary range. 

Vice President Hudson said the 
plans could be duplicated with some 
difficulty. However, duplication would 
not bother a thief who—presumably— 
was operating in behalf of a foreign 
government. 

Thus there was laid the basis of a 
plot used often in fiction, and not in- 
frequently in pre-war years, in real | 
life. | 

Department of justice agents, it 
was said, were called in by local police 
to take charge of the investigation. 

Hudson and others were quoted at 
length on the importance of the theft. 
Within a few hours, however—as 
soon as it had been learned that the 
company was a well-known one and 
was negotiating with a government 
department—efforts were made _ to 
minimize the story. From one depart- 
ment it was said the plans were only 

“mislaid”; from the offices of. the 
company that the plans were not for 
the anti-aircraft gun but for another 
of relatively minor importance. These 
statements, however, had the natural 
effect here of convincing many that 
there might be a big story under the 
surface. 

Unless gangsters of the Capone 
type were spreading their activities to 
competition with the government for 
new type weapons, it seemed a safe 
assumption that any plans taken from 
Automatic Guns, Inc., were sought by 
spies, for no one else could use thern.

Aware of Danger. 


Sir William Beveridge asserta that 
“the belief that it was important to 
interest workpeople and employers 
alike in saving the insurance’ fund 
from avoidable claims dominated the 
scheme of 1911. Those responsible for 
pressing forward insuranee at that 
time were well aware of the danger 
that provision for unemployment 
might tend to bring about unemploy- 
Provision for unemployment, 
through insurance, was 
accompanied by a number of measures 
designed to reward and so to encourage 
the prevention of unemployment.” 

The dangers to which Sir William 
refers include the possibility of a 
diminished readiness of workpeople to 
move to new trades and new districts, 
of relaxed efforts by employers to 
maintain an even flow of employ- 
ment, and excessive rigidity of wage 
rates, : 

These dangers have all proved only 
too real, and there have been many 
more. The dole has saved Great Brit- 
ain from revolution, but its abuses 
have aroused bitterness not only 
among the crushed taxpayer but 
among workers themselves, while the 
financial chaos has become a_night- 
mare to all those who bear any re- 
sponsjbility fer the financial integ- 
rity of the nation. 

Yet there is a sturdy feeling that 
the basic scheme of unemployment in- 
surance has not had a fair break, 
that it has been swamped by a crisis 
or by a series of crises outside all or- 
dinary calculations,

In State Shows 
Steady Growth 


From 42 uests made to- it in 
1920, the circulation library and in- 
dividual loan department of the Geor- 
gia library commission has grown to 
a reading service to 12,115 Georgians 
in 1980, the eighth annual report 
shows.

_ The statement of Dr. T. F. Aber- 
crombie, commissioner of health of 
the state board of health, warmly 
approving an editorial in The Con- 
stitution commenting upon the 
health improvement work accom- 
plished in Dougherty county, where 
malarial diseases have been reduced 
from 43.5 to 7.5 per cent by the 
co-operation of the county with the 
state health agencies is significant, 
especially as emphasizing the econ- 
omy of county consolidation. 

Dr. Abercrombie reveals that only 
60 of the counties of the state have 
_ been found fimancially able to adopt 
proper measures for the protection 
of the health and lives of their peo- 
_ple. That leaves: ip4 counties de- 
yoid of such protection, which is 
one. of the prime purposes of gov- 
ernment... The commissioner dis- 
cusses the problem solely from the 
health angle since his. department 
is wholly organized to function free 
from political relations and has; 
done so with notable success. 

The health of the citizens should 
in no degree be subject to political 
manhandling, but when their health 
and lives are léft unprotected 
through the necessity to use. all 
the resources of a county to keep 
up its political status, support its 
full roster of county officials, and 
so maintain an impractical and un- 
profitable unit of local government, 
every humane person in the state 
should take alarm and demand a 
new order of county administration. 

It is a rank travesty upon intel- 
ligent civic conduct when the lives 
of hundreds of citizens of all ages 
inhumanly 


in a county must be 
sacrificed in order that a company 
of interlocking county officials 
shall be kept in sinecures and com- 
fortably feed at public expense. 

Dr. Abercrombie shows how coun- 
ties may form co-operative health 
districts, pool their expenses for 
health protection, and thus meas- 
urably increase the health percen- 
tage of their inhabitants, He ad- 
vocates the general creation of such 
co-operative districts, and that is a 
commendable suggestion. This is 
wise. | 

But the real remedy for this 
health and life exposure to pre- 


oe yentable diseases will lie at last in 


the reduction of the many inéfficient 
and financially weak counties of the 
state into fewer, and wholly compe- 
tent counties. By such consolida- 
tions more efficient county govern-

ture of the prospects ahead of the 
industry which has been hard hit 
by the depression. a 
The speaker pointed. out that in 
the last analysis the basic reason 
for the slump in which the industry 
has been for a year and a half was 
a productive capacity beyond nor- 
mal demand. 

Basing his optimistic prophecy of 
an early return of prosperous con- 
ditions in the cotton mills on the 
determined efforts which have been 
made to correct this discrepancy 
between supply and demand by at- 
tacking it from both directions, Mr. 
Munroe declared: 

It is perhaps true that only a mi- 
nority of the mills are today making 
money but it is also undeniably true 
that the cotton textile industry as a 
whole is now making very real and 
constructive progress. This progress 
has not yet been translated into a con- 
dition of visible prosperity, but it is 
nevertheless evident and it consists 
primarily of farseeing measures cal- 
culated to remedy many chronic ail- 
ments to which the mills have been 
subject. These already are resulting 
in more stabilized conditions—both 
economic and social. Perhaps a fair} 
statement would be that the industry 
is slowly but positively progressihg 
toward a future prosperity which is 
believed to be not far distant. 

In advising the members of the 
graduating class which he was ad- 
dressing to direct their thoughts 
towards the opportunities presented 
for trained minds in the cotton tex- 
tile industry, the speaker empha- 
sized that the necessity for care- 
fully controlled production in fu- 
ture had created a situation putting 
a premium on ingenuity and inti- 
mate knowledge of the details of 
cotton textile manufacturing and 
marketing. 

He pointed out that— 


The industry will need all the 
worthwhile talent it can secure. Once 
located in a promising position you 
and your ideas will find a more ready 
welcome today than has been extend- 
ed to many of your predecssors, and, 
once on the job, you will have a here- 
tofore unequaled opportunity for ap- 
plying your best thought and ability.

THE STATE FARM CENSUS. 
The 1930 farm census for Geor- 
gia shows figures that must attract 
the serious study and calculations 
of the farmers, merchants and bank- 
ers of the state, all of whom have 
very vital interests in the prosperi- 
ties or poverties of our agricultural 
people who constitute the majority | 
of the state’s population. 

There has been a depopulation 
of farms all over the nation during 
the past 10 years for causes too 
obvious to need discussion. Georgia 
has suffered from farm abandon- 
ments and the drift. of rural people 


there were 310,732 farms in the 
State; in 1925 there were 249,095 
—a loss of 61,637 in five years; 
but in 1930 the number was 255,- 
598, a gain of 6,503 over 1925. 
The chief statistic of loss was 
in the value of farm land and build- 
ings, which stood in 1920 at 
$1,138,298,627 and in 1930 was 
returned at $578,833,399, which is 
a loss of $559,465;228. 

That is an -abnormal floss and is 
a larger percentage than is shown 
by most of the states. But it may 
be largely accounted for by the fact 
hat most persons have reduced their 
property returns to the-lowest con- 
scionable figures in order to save 
from taxes. 

The largest toss of farms was of 
those from 20 to 49 acres, the re- 
duction being from 134,471 in 
1920 to 97,132 in. 1930, or a net 
loss of 37,339. That indicates that 
it was the small farmer—generally 
the tenant farmers—who lost out. 
They were 206,957 in 1920 and

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The mystery of “magna,” the f 
that "rained from heaven upon the He- 
brews in the Sinai desert,: has been 


mained in many vf it: aspects a closed 
book, It was known that Moses and 
the escaped Hebrew slaves roamed its 
wilderness for 40 years before enter- 
ing the promised land. 

It is also known that hundreds of 
thousands of Israelites were sustaned 
by a mysterious food, which ey 
themselves called “manna.” But at 
was that manna? 

Little was known as to its compo- 
sition. The Bible gives very. little 
elucidation upon this point..We are 
told that manna was gathered every 
morning except on the Sabbath, and 
that it had the shape of “a small round 
thing as small as the hoar frost on 
the ground.” Elsewhere it is writ- 
ten, “And the house of Israel called 
the ..ame the-eof manna, and it was 
like corlander seed, white: and the 
taste of it was like wafers made with 
honey.” On this vague, unscientific 
information, numerous attempts to ex- 
plain and define manna have been un- 
dertaken in the past. 


Early in the nineteenth century the 
learned explorer, Burckhardt, geo- 
graphical éxpert of world renown, ob- 
served in the Jordan Valley, lying on 
the leaves of a tree like a poplar, mat- 
ter resembling a gum, which was of a 
brown or grayish color and dropped 
to the ground. Speculative suggestions 
have been made ever since by one 
scholar after the other more to satisfy 
curiosity than with a desire to solve 
: ae problem of antiquity or of the 
uture, 


It was realized that the subject had 
a dual fascination. In the first place, 
it had a profound human interest. 
What was the substance that kept a 
whole people alive for 40 years in one 
of the most barren, unproductive and 
forbidden regions of the world? Sec- 
ondly, of what chemical composition 
had been this manna? This latter 
question might be of great value to 
civilization. 

It was taken into consideration that 
some tribes living in the Sinai penin- 
sula, Bedouins and Yemenite Jews, 
mifst have had some secret food supply, 
as with the exception of date palms 
around desert watering places, there 
was no vegetation for thousands of 
square miles. No wild animals or 
fowls frequented this unhospitable re- 
gion. 

The Hebrew University of Jerusa- 
lem organized an expedition into the 
desert. A fairly long sojourn was 
made. The formation of manna was 
observed on the trees and it was seen 
to fall to the ground, covering it in 
the morning like a thin layer of hail, 


exactly as mentioned in the- Biblical 


descriptions in the Books of Israel's 
wanderings in the desert. 


Bedouin tribes were consulted as to 
the time and collection of manna and 
the quantity obtained. It was learned 
at once that manna must be gathered 
at break of day, even as the first rays 
of the sun are. breaking through the 
east, otherwise if becomes useless and 
actually disappears. The wisdom of 
Moses in commanding the children of 
Isreal to gather minna at dawn, be- 
fore any other activity, was -recog- 
nized. 


desert and many hours were devoted 
to watching the formation of manna 
under all sorts of atmospheric condi- 
tions. - 


The scientists found that manna is 
a secretion” of small “octridae”’ insects 
—mealy bugs and scaly 
which exude from their bodies a very 
clear juice which falls to the ground 
in drops and there hardens and as- 
sumes a glistening aspect. The quan- 
tity of these secretions depended 
largely upon atmospheric conditions 
and the conditions under which the 


insects themselves obtain their food. 


Often, so states the official report of 
the Hebrew University just published, 
when conditions were very favorable, 
the drops that fell upon the ground 
hardened and lay like white sugar 
grains of varied length—sometimes 
ay were small, often as big as len- 
ils.

Its bans, barriers and interna) con- 
fliects are so many that it is with the 
greatest difficulty that the general as- 
sembly can feel sure that any of its 
general legislation is constitutional, 


Acts Often Attacked in Courts. 


If anyone doubts that statement let 
him investigate the record and he will 
be amazed to discover how often af- 
fected interests attack the acts of the 
legislature in the courts and how often 
the supreme courts of the state and 
the United States have had to declare 
the ‘acts valid or null and void. 

Can one wonder that such questions 
of constitutionality so often arise when 
he becomes acquainted with the per- 
sonnel of the legislatures that come 
to the capitol? When the last one was 
in session I was sitting in the body 
of the house of representatives next 
chair to one of the most mouthy mem- 
bers of the body. A certain bill was 
being considered. I said to him: ““You 
must know, of course, that that bill 
would violate the constitution?’ And 
he partially paralyzed me by replying: 

“I never read the constitution and 
don’t know much about it. but I’m in 
favor of that bill anyhow.” 

He voted for it, but happily it failed 
to pass. 

* * * 

What the People Actually Need. 

The people do not need a conven- 
tion that will come to the capitol 
loaded to the gunwales with a thou- 
sand and.one. projects to be incor- 
porated in the constitution. 

There are too many foolish and 
fantastic notions of what should be 
put into a new edition of the constitu- 
tion already set afloat in the air of 
the state by amateur would-be con- 
stitution makers. 

What is actually needed is a con- 
vention of honest, unselfish, hard- 
boiled, experienced men who will 
courageously strip the constitution 
down to the bare bones of a simple 
and consistent “frame of government,” 
and leave the details of the govern- 
ment to the will of the people and the 
wisdom of future legislatures. 

A state constitution is no place in 
which to delineate the details of legis- 
lation for a half or a whole century 
ahead. Times are constantly changing 
and legislatures should be free to 
adapt their acts to the people’s emer- 
gencies,

What Is a Constitution? 

One of the ablest and wisest of 
men whom I have had the honor to 
know well was Judge Matthew Deady,

He gave me several of his published 
addresses on the subjects of constitu- 
tion making and constitutional law, 
which I .have preserved as valuable 
documents. In one of them he said: 

“A constitution properly should con- 
tain but few specifications; among a 
free people who have earned their 
freedom, a people who are able to 
maintain and are worthy of liberty, 
the fewer the better. A designation of 
the departments of the government, a 
bill of rights, the petition. of right, 
trial by jury, habeas corpus, the 
duties of the departments, a few 
checks, should suffice. Every step be- 
yond this is an encroachment upon the 
rights of the people, a questidning of 
their capacity. for self-government.” 


Let This Wisdom Heeded. 
' Furthermore, Judge ady said: 
“If the many restrictions placed in 
recent years in state constitutions are 


needed, they stand forth as terrible in- 


dictments of the servants of the peo- 
ple—nay, of the people themselves! 

“If these many checks are really 
needed, then has virtue departed from 
the land. Corporate lust cannot cor- 
rupt a people worthy to govern it- 
self. No such bugbear as that is needed 
to justify these constitutions. If, like 
the later Roman republic, we are cor- 
rupt to the core, fitted only for a 
Caesar, if we ar. rotten before we are 
ripe, indeed is destruction inevitable, 
and no hand, no check, may stay the 
rapid descent. These later constitu- 
tions are mistakes in attempting to 
deal minutely with so many varied in- 
terests and our people will ultimately 
realize this,” 

Judge Deady held that the people 
should retain and feel the responsibil- 
ity of governing themselves as their 
occasions might require; that they 
should not cage themselves in a con- 
stitution that prohibited them from 
legislating for their welfare as it might 
demand. He believed a legislature 
should be as free as was safe from 
many and minute prohibitions. 

* 


To Keep Out; Not to Put In. 

It may thus be surmised why in all 
my speaking and writing about our 
constitutional situation in Georgia, I 
have stressed the view that a consti- 
tutional convention’s chief business 
ought to be to keep things out of the 
new constitution and not to ransack 
the earth to find things to put into it. 

The people of Georgia have been 
tremendously hampered by limitations 
and prohibitions no longer necessary 
or salutary. For that reason the state 
has made so little real advancement 
in the last 30 years. If we are to make 
substantial progress in the next gen- 
eration We must have mare popular 
freedom of action—the full liberty to 
legislate as the general welfare of the 
state may demand from time to time. 

Ancestor-worship in Georgia should 
cease. The mortgage to the dead should 
be cancelled. The new Georgians of 
today should be liberated to show 
their capacity and wisdom to govern 
themselves, or lacking those qualities 
to suffer the consequences of their’ ig- 
norance and incompetency.

Effort Is Lite 


Saver, Says Health Commissioner 


Editor Constitution: This letter is 
inspired by your editorial of Tuesday, 
May 26. 

For a number of years we have 


made a very serious study of the ques- 
tion of counties furnishing health pro- 
tection to their citizens. After several 
years’ study of the resources of the 
individual counties and the minimum 
expenditure it would take to organize 
any sort of health machinery tat 


a right to expect from a government, 
we find that there are only about 60 
counties that have resources sufficient 
to do this type of work and carry on 
their other functions pf county gov- 


counties throughout the state that 
would get no protection other than 
that given from the céntral office of 
the state board of health, which is not 
sufficient. 

The state needs to be divided into 
areas so that one well organized health 
unit would contain at least from 30,- 
000 to 60,000 population. When this 
is done the combined resources of 
each area would be sufficient to give 
health protection to the citizens 
within such area. If such a plan as 
outlined could be adopted for the 


state as a whole, 60 or 65 units would 
serve the entire state adequately. 


We also believe the state should 
help finance these districts, as the 
state is interested in the welfare of 
each of its citizens. 

There is now in operation in north- 
west Georgia two combinations of 
counties as I have outlined consist- 
ing of District No. 1, Chattooga, Dade 
and Walker counties; District No. 2, 
Catoosa, Murray, Gordon and Whit- 
field counties. The personnel consists 
of a health officer and a sanitary 
engineer for each district, togetuer 
with a nurse for each county. They 
are doing splendid work. 

You understand, we are not speak- 
ing of political combinations but of 
health districts alone. This is the only 
phase that we have made a Serious 
study of. If this plan could be adopted 
as a permanent, progressive program 
with adequate support from the legis- 
lature, within a period of ten years 
the whole state could be well organized 
and each citizen receiving adequate 
health protection as mentioned in your 
editorial, When this is done, we be- 
lieve Georgia will prosper economically 
because then its citizeris will be in 
much better position to develop the 
state as it should be.

The juices of fruits and vegetables 
contain considerable dissolved oxygen. 
The latter are living and iring 
things. If heated at once on bring- 
ing from the garden this dissolved 
oxygen destroys the vitamin. If the 
materials are prepared for canni 
but are immersed in slightly salt 
water for a few hours, they can then 
be canned and processed without los- 
ing their antiscorbutic value. While 
in the water which shuts off the air, 
the oxygen in the tissues of the fruit 
is used up, and so oxidation of the 
vitamin during subsequent heating is 
prevented. Up to the present time 
(1928) this process has not been ap- 
plied in a large way to commercial 
canning. It is still unwise to rely 
wholly upon the antiscorbutic value of 
canned foods.” 

In a personal communication, May 
5, 1931, Kohman writes: 


“The statement by McCollum that 
Kohman and Eddy have recently dis- 
covered a. method of canning fruits 
and vegetables so as to preserve their 
antiscorbutic value is inaccurate. 
Neither I nor Dr. Eddy have in any 
way discovered or revised any can- 
ning method, as a result of our vita- 
min studies with canned foods. Any 
method that McCollum describes in 
his book, therefore, is not ours but 
that of the canning industry. The 
vitamin studies that Dr. Eddy and I 
have carried on have not indicated 
that any revision of canning methods 
is necessary from the standpoint of 
conserving the vitamins in_ the 
Roemer. st

ATHENS, Ga., June 1.—Georgia’s 
athletic teams, participating in every 
sport from football to swimming, had 
probably their greatest season during 
the school year now closing, accordin 
to records compiled by Charles | 
Martin, of the University of Georgia 
Athletic Association, 

Wirning 53 out of 80-contests and 
tying two others, the Bulldogs had 
a grand percentage of .680 for the 
year. Sports included in the list 
were football, basketball, track, base- 
ball, lacrosse, goif, tennis, swimming 


_ and cross-country. 


More than 200 students partici- 
pated in the 80 athletic contests, with 
more tha as many taking part in 
practice contests and he for the 
teams. The large number of students 
participating in intramural sports 
was not figured in the records. 

Georgia's four major athletic teams, 
football, basketball, baseball and 
track, scored a total of 1,2381-2 
points in 5 dual contests, as against 
their opponents’ 8621-2 points. The 
four major teams came through with 
38 victories in the 5 starts, 16 of 
the remaining contests being placed 
in the lost column and the last being 
a tie with the Florida ‘Gators in 
football. 

In football and basketball the 
Bulidogs had the most successful sea- 
sens of any Georgia teams. The foot- 
ball lads won seven games, lost two 
and tied one. The two losses were to 
Alabama and Tulane, co-claimants of 
the Southern conference title. 

_ The basketball team won 16 out of 
lf regular season games; Georgia 
‘Tech won the only game Georgia lost 
before the tournament. The Bulldogs 
went te the semi-finals of the con- 
ference tournament in Atlanta, losing 
to Maryland by a 1-point margin, 

Five minor sports aceourted for a 
total of 15 victories out of 25 engage- 
ments, 9 of the remainder were losses 
and the 10th was a tie. Lacrosse, 
colf, swimming, tennis and cross-coun- 
try were the minor sports counted. 
Polo was not figured in, since the 
horsemen played no college teams.

“The bearer, So-and-So, having, 
by reputation and long practice, 
coupled with a vivid imagination, 
exhibited al] the proper require- 
ments therefor, is hereby empow- 
ered to lie, prevaricate and show 
every other recklessness with the 
truth considered expedient by him 
in connection with all matters rel- 
ative to fish and fishing, for the 
current season, subject, however, 
to the regulations on the back 
thereof.”

“Lies may be told at any place 
or time without notice (not ad- 
visable to game wardens): came-

“As long as our billions are held 
in restraint, dammed at the source, 
prosperity will keep gnawing at the 
hambone.” 

Technical problems of taxation oc- 
cupied the attention of more than a 
score of chief executives attending the 
opening session. 

Governors Wilber M. Brucker, of 


Michigan, and Harry H. Woodring, of 


Kansas, were the principal speakers 
at the morning session. During the 
round-table discussion in the after- 
noon Governor Harry G. Leslie, of 
Indiana, outlined the “Indiana plan” 
designed to reduce local taxation. 

Governor Brucker decried the mul- 
tiplicity of local political sub-divisions 
and urged that the states assist in the 
simplification of these units. ; 

Governor Pinchot, in explaining 
his interest in the subject of public 
utilities, upon which he may speak 
Tuesday, declared that more than 90 
per cent of the entire electrical power 
of the country is controlled by four 
groups and that the Mellon-Morgan 
interests control 57 per cent of that 
amount. The utility question, he as- 
serted, is the biggest problem before 
the country’ today.
